Another book, ‘The Welsh in Philadelphia,” did contain a narrative in 
which R¥an Prothearce is recorded as.having been one of the principa) characters, 
and it is recalled that the eam story had been read by the writer many years 

in the Philedelphia Public Library. The account concerned some se} sh farmers 
of Radnor, Pennsylvania, and the incident occurred in 169%, Protherce's name}. 
appears first arorg a list of twelve members of a group who forved a company ‘to 
operate a ferry across the Schuviki)] River, and he appears ta have been aot, 
spokesman for the groun. The ferry was needed to transport farm produce acre ss 
the river to the aarkets in Pailadelphia which, at the tim, was controlled by 
Willten Penn. A man of French extraction named Kate Muliiacz, probably a r 
eorruption of the nam Malyneaux, - was employed to operate the ferry. 


. Having observed that the venture seemed » profitable one Wi1liqe Penn 
brought sult in the courts, claiming one-half of the pmmfits accruing from the 
operation, His contention was that, since the eastern terminus of the ferry was 
on land under his jurisdiction, he had a right to be cut in for half the profits. 
Protherve and his group won the decision, tn» wording of which made mention that 
all of the twelve defandants were worthy citizens of the Welsh Settlement. 


There is evidence that the operation of ferries fascinated monbera of the 
Prothro family during later veriod+, During the early 1800's eitner Nathaniel: 
Prothro or a Prothro relative of his operated wha’. was called Prothro's Ferry. 

Tt plied across the Savannah iver on or near what [$s nov Toute # 72, the road 
Leading between Elberton, “eorgia, and Calhoun 7alls, South Carolina. 


Another operation, also called Prothro's Ferre, was owned probably at a 
later tine by Seorge Prothro (1796.187S), wnoss nam is listed in this ries am 
Jel. It operated on.the Flint iver, in Pike Gounty, southwest of Griffin, Ga. 


The Pmthro nother (FeAAY of the writer often commented that in the .old 
days no Prothro man was happy unless ha owned and operated a mill of som kine’. 
Tf he cperated a planing and sawelll he would ourctase a large tract of land, 
cut the timber from it, se)l the land, and move on to another Iecation. Note the 
large number of land transactions listed in Sheet # 7 of these charts. Hmmver,

“The Prothiog are deveined from the GREAT LORD OF BLANCUCK of Carmarthen County, 
West South Wales. a. 


The Lord of Blancuck was known as Cadivor, who lived in Dolwilym Castle in Wales and died 
there in 1089. History gives account of several of the Prothro families living there later, especially 
the pedigree of James Prydderch, in 1579, who married Frances the Charming. The last family in the 
Castle, Evan Prydderch, requested the name of Prydderch be changed to Prothro. This was done just 
’ before the abolishing of the old castle and the ‘bulging of the new mansion to be occupied by Evan's 
oldest son. William Prothro. . 


From Burke's Peerage... ws 


Dolwilyn, in the Parish of ldandidwen, county of Carmarthen, the old seat of the Prothro family, 
which was rather a curious‘ specimen of architecture, was pulled down when the present mansion, the 
seat of William Prothro Esq. was built. The posessors of the name of Prothro have taken it in compli- 
ance with the Will of the late Evan Prothro, the last of the family to have been possessed of Dolwilym 
in the beginning of the 17th century when Rhvdderch John ap Rys married Agnes Lloyd, daughter of 
David Lieyd ap Phillips ap John of Llandidwen, gentleman. The Prothros descend from Catdiver the 
’ Great Lord of Blancuck. : , “n 


The Prothro arms are .. .arg., a lion rampant, guardant sa.

The Prothro arms are derived from a younger branch of the family Prytherch-a scion of Prothro 
son of Prydderch who sprung from Cadwar Vawr (Cadivor) of West South Wales. the common an- 
eestor of Phillips of Picton, Morgan, Prothro, and Lewis of St. Pierre. 


_ Evan had nine sons and according to history of that day they were at liberty to remain in the 
“home, under the predominence of their older brother, William, or they could leave home and settle 
elsewhere, in another country or even a foreign country, as many did. One of these sons, Evan dr., was 
a close friend of WilHam Penn of ' England, a Quaker, and had declared that he accepted the Quaker 
Faith, és ‘opposed to the religion of the King of England, therefore was a marked man, and punishment 
was meted to him in the form of surplus taxation and double tithing, which followed him wherever he 
went-- to Pembroke, to Narbeth, ete. Persecutions on account of religion were increasing over Wales 
and England, therefore, to Evan, escape was the only relief. 
Hist, of Deleware County ... Hist. of Chester Country, Pennsylvania. 


1681 ... the first settlers in Pennsylvania were Welsh Quakers. 

1681... A Welsh gentleman bought 500 acres land from Wm. Penn. 

1683... or earlier, John Jerman Quaker Preacher, John Motgan and some others and Evan Prothro 
from Narbeth in Pembrokeshire, West South Wales, settled in Radnor, Pennsylvania. Evan emigrated 
from Narbeth to escape presecutions, fines, and imprisonment he suffered in Wales as a Quaker. 


With Evan Prothro was his wife Elizabeth Morgan and two sons, John E. and Lew-— (name blur- 
red on notes}, probably Lewis a family name. Colonies, as a rule, were composed of relatives. 


| The land called Pennsylvania and owned by William Penn was, according to Bishop Gregg who lived 
in Radnor, “An ideal place in which to live~ a place where men lived peacefully in brotherhood. There 
was no militia, no police, no difference of opinion or in rank, and above all else, no imprisonment for — 
_ Feligion’s sake, At peace with the Indians too”. It wae Penn’s “dreamland of freedom and brother- 
hood”. , 


The name of Prothro has gone through many enaneee: ~Prytherch, PET OSED Protheroe, and 
finally reached the spelling of Prothro. 
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Succession By Law 


The succession of the Prothro families as the Welsh write it, would read like this: 

Nathaniel ap Evan ap James ap John E. ap Evan of Wales who married Elizabeth Morgan, first

The Welsh held firmly to the law of primogeniture, @hich was the right of the oldest son to in- 
herit the father's estate. This law ,was abolished before Nathaniel made his Will ,so he named his wife 
as inheritrix of his estate in Georgia. ; ’ 


EVAN PROTHRO, Gentleman, 1650-1709 \ 


Beginning the history with Evan and wife Elizabeth and two sons who came to America in 1683, 
from West South Wales, and settled in Pennsylvania, they had bought 500. acres of land in order to 
have a place to call home when they should arrive. They ‘landed at Newcastle and went overland to 
Radnor, near Philadelphia. There they settled and lived peacefully many years. The families holding 
together planted ‘and cultivated hemp and flax. These “related families” being Prothro, Morgan, Lewis, 
Phillips, etc., “descendants of one common ancestor, Cadivor the Great Lord of Blancuck”. Evan had 
suffered persecutions in Wales and as late as 1670 had been taked one-tenth the value of his household 
goods, amounting to 8 pounds and 16 shillings. Unjust taxation and surplus tithing were the factors 
that drove so many Welsh from their native land. Evan did not like social life in Radnor and is said 
to have been “persuaded” to attend the wedding of a good friend, Lewis Walker. Evan had little tol- 
eration for the laxity of Quaker dignity and had to currect his boys on several occasions. 


_ The title of GENTLEMAN was, in Wales, a rank Just below that of Duke: or Lord--a person of edu- 
cation as well as good breeding. at 


In Radrot, wonderful paace lasted nineteen vears, according to Ridpath, and until the secession of 
Delaware-in 1702. In this yeu a border line was surveyel between Delaware and Pennsylvania and the 
Quakers found themselves »ut of Pennsylvania and into Delaware and under a new and different gov- 
ernment. What would Willium Penn do about this? They had paid taxes in Pennsylvania for many_ 
years since they arrived. Would this effect the title of their lands?. Along with the land trouble came 
the alarming news that an epidemic of yellow fever was sweeping the country. Many families quickly 
packed and moved to South Carolina, Some stayed: and the epidemic passed them by for seven years. 


But in 1709 Evan and Elizabeth Jost their youngest son, Lewis and in December of that same year 
théy too became victims of the fever, dying four days apart. : 


JOHN E. PROTHRO, 1680-1720. 
The oldest son of Evan and Elizabeth, took his wife and two young children and with the young 


family of Laban Morgan, son of Dr. John Morgan cf the colony, left posthaste for Newcastle, the point 
of embarkation. They had planned to go back to Wales where they were born. While waiting for transpor- 
tation, William Penn disembarked from 2 vesse! and seeing the anxiety of the voung people, advised 
them to wait awhile, assuring them that they would be quarantined, and that would bring on more 
trouble. 


“The two families could not turn towards home, there was no gafety at nous So they went down 
the coast about a mile and settled permanently. . 


JAMES PROTHO 1710-1765 


James was born about four months after his father had established a home on the coast. Notes 
in posession of Mrs. Nelson, quoting the words of William Prothro Sr., are as follows: “My great grandfa- 
ther James, son of John E., was born in Deleware, married a Virginia girl, and later moved to South 
Carolina and lived there the rest of hia days”. This location was in Prince George Parish and not very 
far from Georgetown. From here James contacted his kinsfolk, some he had never seen-~ the younger 
generation of those who had fled from Pennsylvania. Only a few of the older ones remembercd the 
hardships of moving to South Curolina and the disappointment of learning that the soil there was not 
the kind to grow hemp and flax, the products they were skilled in cultivating, But in time satiafac- 
tory adjustments had been made and everything had gradually grown better. : 


The two oldest sons of James, Evan and John, went often to Georgetown. They had made friends 
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_ with the eons of the splendid Dozier family, James and ges: whose father, Leonard Dozier Or., 
” wag ons of the founders of the Winyzh Indigo Society. Frora the sale of Indigo came the funds to ed- 
ucate children as far south ag Charleston and up to the North Carolina border line. A record in His- 
_ tory is of “John Prothro and Leonard Dozier voting for Vestrymen and Wardens” —three officers of 
” the Prince George Winyah Church, Georgetown S. C. “declined acting”. 


~ It ds told of the four boys— young men- that they waded through water about kmee decp to get 
a pesk Inside the old Welsh Neck Church that stood under two feet of water nearly ell of the year, 
‘being in the low land near the river. Evan looking for history found the name of Mary Prothro on the 
register. Who was Mary Prothro? There too were the Minutes of a Meeting of earlier days. Evan cop!- 
ed a page. These Minutes of Welsh Neck Church show the high standards 2s well as the “sins and str- 
alle of its members. as this day the Church was the LAW. : 


‘MINUTES OF WELSH NECK CHURCH . ... 1698 


“Ata badinesa meeting, Brother D— having said something disrespectful of the Church, the 
committee finds him Ripe for Excommunication. We give him up to the Messinger of Satin”, 


“Brother H-— sold some corn at $1.25 per bushel, which is considered Extortion, having receve 
more for any artickle than its rai] value”. 


“There were eighteen cases of drunkness before the committee and the decision was that the 
Church Bares and Sympathis where one promises to reform”. 


“Such misdemeaners as fighting, shooting, unlawful pregnancy, gumping with wicked dancing, 


and taking planks from the Meeting House, The Lord Have Mercy on tee Soles’. 


' These were good people, fine pioneers, and Bishop Gregg, historlan ae the Welsh, says, “Of all 

people I ever knew, simplicity of character appears to have been one of the most marked traits of the 

Welsh who came to America to make a home. They were open and sincere, with deep religious. feeling. 
For this and sobriety and moderation they were distinguished”. 


(In this book there are records of Evan and John, taken from church vepontl and political records). 


_ James and his family found life good in South Carolina. Wheat, corn and rice were planted. Indi- 
go, also. Wild horses and cattle abounded on the river low lands. Tobacco was shipped to Virginia in 
exchange for slaves. Timber was plentiful and was easily sent down the river to market at Georgetown. 


To the Virginia mother it was beginning to be quite noticeable that her sons were fast losing their 
Quaker {dentity.,It could have been association with young men in the city or it could,heve been the 
over-all influence of a fine chursh, the Winyah Episcopal Church of Georgetown. This was the moth- 
er’s choice for Sunday services and several of the children were christened there. 


Evan had been married some years but John was single when the citation came to “Evan Prothro 
of Prince George Parish to administer on estate of James Prothro of said Parish, his father, the fifth 
day of June in the year one thousand seven hundred and sixty five”. 


It is disappointing to learn no more about the man James, but there is much meaning ‘in these 
words concerning his life: ‘His family pride, his deep religious feeling, and his consideration for others, 
were distinguishing qualities of his character”. a

estate. With the help and interest of his younger brother, John, they succeeded in carrying out their 
father’s wishes, which were to move away from that Parish and find a healthier location with better 
schools for the children and grandchildren. A few months later they sold out and went up the east 
side of the Pee-Dee River, crossed over just below Buck swamp, and settled in St. David Parish, one 
of the highest locations along the river. Evan Sr. and John received notice to._go to the polls at once 
and vote for a member to represent the Parish in the Commons House of Assembly. The polls were 
“at Mr. Mackintoch’s residence on Tuesday, Oct. 4th, and at Mr. Beddingfield’s residence, Oct. 5th’. 
They went to the Mackintosh residence. 


In St. David, many Welsh people were living. Here was the Lewis family, and that of the Phil- 
lips.. Now that the Prothros and Morgans had joined them, all the “related families” were again to- 
gether. The Prothros and Morgans secured land adjoining that of the Lewis family and were quite 
satisfied with the location. But Evan’s oldest son Nathaniel, didn’t like the place at all, and ran eway 
to Georgia where a married sister was living. Evan followed and brought him home. But Nathaniel 
was restless and wouldn’t stay in school he just wanted to “go places”. He asked to go with the hog 
drovers who would be passing through Columbia in the next ten days. When Evan learned that the 
drovers were going to Sparta, Georgia, he wrote a letter to a friend in Sparta who had charge of the 
pork sales, Mr. Duke Hamilton, and asked him to look after his “young son Nat, who was determined 
to walk that long distance and whose shoes will be riddled, to be sure, but he has money to buy more”. 
Then he said to Nathaniel, “If Mr. Hamilton assists you in any way, you must five his lady a littie fat 
pig, or some. other present”. 
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___ Two months later Nathaniel returned home tired and unhappy. They could travel only eight miles 

each day, driving the hogs before them and Nathaniel realized this was not the kind of job he would 
ever again want. His next thought turned back to Georgia. He had heard daily talk of a Revolution 
coming. 


The Prothro men were in St. David when the Revolution came to that part of South Carolina. 
All the men took up arms in defense of their country, and not a day too soon, for the enemy was not 
long in coming up the east side of the river, plundering and destroying. 


Evan Sr. gave silver, generously, to the State Treasury. He served one month in Marion’s Brigade. - 
And served in the Militia one and ane-half years or a little longer in St. David Parish. 


News had come from Georgia that Nathaniel had stood beside the old men at home and helped 
protect and take care of the families and homes, and would be rewarded for the part he played in the 
name of duty. “But they burned every barn in sight’’, he repeated over and over. Nathaniel’s ideas - 
were always climbing, and his next goal was the Militia. 


On record ig the fact that Evan Sr. received money for his duty in Marion’s Brigade; two grants 
each of 640 acres for the sum of 41 pounds, 18 shillings paid into the Treasury on two occasions; over 
2000 acres land for several more cash payments to the State; and for horses, cattle, and hogs impres- 
sed; and cash for service in the Militia. 


After the war had ended ana all the people of St. David had restored losses and homes, this Par- 
‘ish was a pleasant place in which to live. The St. David Society had been organized. Near was the St. 
David Academy. Welsh Church had been brought out of the low lands and’ given a special location on 
Society Hill. A Courthouse had been built and a “goal” (jail). Evan Sr. rembering his first impression 
of music in the church in Georgetown, suggested they have music before and after the sermon. This 
brought on only cold stares. He learned later, however, that a committee had been sent down to Char- 
les Town to learn the facts of “music in a Meeting House”. Not long after that assurance, they. hand- 
ed seventeen dollars to Brother Prothro and asked. him to go get-“a organ”, 


Evan Sr, was growing old. His once large family was no longer in the home. His only living sons 
were away, busy with their own affairs. Nathaniel was in Georgia, James was a doctor there, and Wil- 
liam Sr. was in Edgefield, S. C. 


Nathaniel had a large family and a good wife, so Evan Sr. had two slaves take him to Georgia, 
to Elbert County. There he stayed the remaining years of his life.

In line of succession, Nathaniel had the honor of being the head of the Prothro family a few mon- 
ths. Nathaniel was a merchant and always had been since his first Merchantile Establishment in Barn- 
well, shortly after marriage. Then he moved to Elbert County, Georgia, and continued in this work. 
He married Zilphia Morgan, and their large family consisted of the following: Evan, Solomon, Rachel, 
Mehitabel, Mary, William, Joshua, Nathanie] Jr., Elizabeth, Lydia, Massie, Harriet. Elizabeth mar- 
ried Josiah Dobbs, and among their children was Mrs. Multens, of Texarkana. Joshua Prothro married 

. Miss Dobbs. Issue: Morgan, Lucy, Bunion, and Dr. James of Ouchita Parish. Dr. James second mar- 
riage was to Armenia. Issue: James, Herbert, Edward, Charles, Florence. The next generation after 
Joshua consisted of the following: Bunion, Seve, Jennie (Ihugene C.), Ella J., and William. The children 
of William were as follows: James, Seve, Carrie, and Allen B. Prothro. Carrie married McCartney; Allen 
B. married A. Scarborough and their children are as follows: William’ Joshua, Effie, Vivian, Ruth, Leo, - 
Arthur, Lucille, Oliver Heartsill. . 


Rev. Oliver Heartsill] Prothro is pastor of the First Baptist Church in Robeline, La. 


‘Jennie (Eugene C,) married Thomas E. Prothro who at that tine was a member of the Selectmen 
(town council) when Sparta was the county neat faa Bienvillo Pariah. There is a record in Monroe, of 
Thomas selling land to Farr, 1846. 


Joshua’s second marriage was to Eveline Westberry. His son Morgan, of the first marriage had 
two daughters, Carrie and Fannie, and it was to the home of Carrie who married Allen, that, later, 
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Joshua took his wife and stayed four years, from 1874 to 11878. Upon leaving they paid the fol- 
lowing bill: “For support, lodging, and proper maintenance of himself and wife, Evaline ...30 head 
horned cattle, 1 Bay mare named PUGIN, branded figure three within a heart, 1 roan mare, DOLLY, 
1 Black FANNY,, 30 head cattle on his plantation on Bondieu River .... Value, $350.” 


SOLOMON had four sons, as follows: William, Hartwell, Ervin, Thos. Lemuel. Rey. Hartwell Pro- 
thro married Mary Mildred Manning, and their son, Rev. Edward Hartwell married Celia Gardner. The 
son of this marriage was Edward Lawson Prothro who married Rhoda May Hinton. Issue: E. L. Pro- 
thro who married Otho] Butler and they have two children; Glennie married O. K. Kitchens; Cora 
‘married Percy Dreer; Gettis married Valerie Webb and they have two children; Sally married M. @ 
Powell and they have two children; Gracie married W. J. Watson; Edna married Melvin Greer. 


ERVIN marriad his first cousin, Lucy. Issue: Jefferson Davis, Solomon, Lucy, Bertha, Frances 
and Cora. 


WILLIAM had two sons, Thomas, and Sidney wip married in Coushatta where he and Mrs. Sidney 
Prothro reside at present. 


THOMAS LEMUEL and his futher Sélagion, came to Ouchita, La., in 1842. Thomas Lemuel had 
married Martha Brown in 1838 and in buying several sections of land on the river,:they also bought 
a house and paid $3250 for it. 


A son of Jefferson Davis, and grandson of Ervin is Edwin Thomas Prothro of Alexandria, La. He 
married Frances Terry, and they have three sons: Randolph Davis who married Sarah Fryer, and their 
children are Sarah, Jane, Marvy Ann. R. Davis Jr., and Catherine Frances; Edwin Terry married Dore- 
thy Kenilworth, and their children are Martha, Carrol, Fdwin Jr.; James Warren marr Puce Frances Har- 
ris, and. their children are Pamela, Parbara and Susan.

By a land record in 1750 
he bought 500 acres in Dean Swamp and hy another.in 1795, he sceured 616 acres in The same tervi- 
tory, evidently aware that Dean Swamp would be valuable in the future. 


lie was living in Georgia during the Revolution, and as jute as 1825, went with his sister-Luaaw, 
Zilphia, to the Dr. Dobbs District to check on the Land Lottery records. At this time he was 58 years 
of age, and “head of family”, as registered. :

The oldest son of James Prothro, M.D. was George, Prothre who married his first cousin. Sarah 


Prothro, daughter of William Sr. Ceorze was horn in 1790 und Sarah in 1853 They moved to Geor- 
gia and settled on 4 plantation where George, with slave labor, built his own house, This was in Grif- 
fin County. Handwrought nails at this time were scarce articles and the hest substitute was a wooden peg 
To secure a firm and steady framework of 4 house the carpenters used large wooden pegs, and for tab- 
les, beds, or benches, 2 smaller size was used and along with them was splendid dovetali work and 
mortised joints. This well built house is still stunding. and occupied today. by-deaeendants. 


-Among their fifteen children was Judge Clayton Prothrs: who married Frances Bussev.: With his 
wife and three small children, the youngest heing William, Henry, they moved to E! Dorado, Ark. in 
1856. William Henry married Sarah Rarklev und among their twelve children is Albert Clayton Pro- 
thro now living in El Dorado and very much interested in 4 family history of his own 


The next oldest son, James Jr. born in 1803, mavried Mury Ridley Mima, They established a home 
n Edgefield County and after three children were burs. moved to Randalph County in Alabama. Here 
they remained sume years, then in 1844, and after the addition of five more children, they went te 
Texas, settling in Rusk County, not far from where Longview is teday. James was a large land owner 
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and a successful farmer and lived in a two-story white house above the average in that day. Their chil- 
dren to enjoy this lovely home were: Newton; Emily Ann; James; Cordelia who married Henry Cun- 
yus; Dozier who married Mary Blakely; George married Ann Holloway. Dozier was father of Pearl Pro- 
thro who married Bennet Cullen. Dozier’s son, George Elliot, was father of George Thornton who mar- 
ried Jo Mat Copeland of Gibsland. Annie Prothro who married C. Stall; Carl; Joe Bailey; Ray E.; and 
Mary who married W. C. Henderson. - 


With James Jr, came a younger brother, Emory Prothro whose descendants are in Longview. The 
youngest son of James ‘Jr. was six years old whén he came to Texas. This was George Emory who 
married Ann Holloway. Among their children is a daughter who was named George for her late 
father. Miss George Prothro married Thos. W. Swiley and lives in Longview. Mrs. Swiley re- 
cently had printed the story of her mother’s family and is now assembling the history of her father’s 
family-—~ “The Prothro—Mims Story”. 


(2), WILLIAM PROTHRO SR. 1769-1845 


William grew up on Society Hill, in St. David Parish, South Carolina, and with his brothers, Ja- 
mes and Nathaniel, had splendid educational advantages, attending the famous St. David Academy. 
William began early in following his father’s interest in the sawmill business, He married in St. David 
parish and his family there consisted of five girls: Sugan who married Levi Hickson; Margaret mar- 
ried John Hickson; Sarah married her first cousin, GeoreePrdsthro of Georgia; Ursula and Polly, sin- 
gle, William's wife died in St. David and he took Ursula and ttle Polly and moved to Orangeburgh, 
where later he married Esther Hickson. They established a home in Orangebrugh District and lived 
there many years, Esther and William placing their church letters in Tabernacle Church above Orange- 

burgh. Children born to them in Orangcburgh: John Mercer, Ann, Ezekiel, Mulvenah, and Elizabeth. 
During these years, timber interests moved William Sr., from place to place--to Barnwell, to Dean - 
Swamp, and finally settling his mills in Darien. The family found Darien a first class milltown and 
begged to move there. Darien had «a Chareh, a bank, a school, aod 3 a small hospital with Dr. Herbert 
Prothro resident physician. 


When the final“eut-over” of timber was being mude in Dean Swamp, William began buying lands 


; _on Shaw’s Creek where forests primeval flourished, and not too far from Edgefield. This would be his 


next move of the mills. ‘He moved his family back to Ovangeburgh to be near him, and as the mills 
operated on Shaw’s Creek, a new home in Edgefield progressed in the making. This house, a mansion, 


still stands. In the year 1825, the family moved in. William Butler, the youngest child, was two years 


old. From the mill where William Sr. went each day, there was made a plank road to his new home; 
from the back door there was uw plank walkway leadiny to the Baptist church leas than ten blocks 
away. ; 


Ann incre William Prothro, son of Nathaniel. Ursula married John Frazier and the two couples 
went to Louisiana and settled on a 300 acre Lract of land they named St. Maurice. They built a house 
on the hill and a store building near the river boat-landipg Year's later when the mercantile business 
of PROTHRO & FRAZIER was flourishing Ann’s oldest son, Sanders Prothro, was sent to New Or- 
leans to buy a'bill of goods for the store. and came home sick. which proved to be yellow fever. Ann 
and William and five children died in a short time and were buried under the cluster of cedar trees in 
the front yard of the house. Sanders recovered and went to war, a private in Co. B. Maddox: Regi- 
ment. 


ers ohn Mereér, remained a bachelor, His Sister, Elizabeth, married J. Tupper: of Charleston and 


‘their son William was father of Dr. Maude Tupper, and Mrs, "Hunt of Aiken, 8. C. Ezekiel -married 


Lavinia Lestarjette, Their son, Charles, lived to be twenty Une, WAS A private in Co. ©. Oth La, Infantry 
and was home on his 20th birthday. 


William Prothro Sr. finally began preparations to vetire and closed his mills and gave _perious 
thought to moving to Louisiana where so many of bis qhiidren were now living. Timber had “been the 
Will-o-the wisp that led him through the forests of South Carolina bnt it would be his children who 
would lead him to Louisiana. In 1841. WilHam Sr. and &sther were in Louisiana, oecupying their new 
two-story home on lots 49 and 50 taciny the Parallelogram in the town of Minden which had been re- 
cently laid off by Mr. Veedor, the Paralletogram being a central park around which the stores, resi- 
dences,. Inns, and churches were built. With William end esther were their two unmarried duighters, 
Later Mulvenah married D. L. Evans, lawyer, and Pully married Dr. Laban Morgan who had come 
from Edgefield the previous year. Dr. Morgan beenm the beloved old physician who travelled miles on 
horseback or in a buggy, over the territory of Minden and over the lony road to Mt. Lebanun where the 


. Prothro families had moved. 


Four years after William and Esther had located in Minden, their son, Ezekiel, died and left a 
wife and five children living in Mt. Lebanon. With them was the mother, Madame Lestarjette, of the 
wife, Lavinia, but the managoment of tia estate and the large number of slaves needed immediate at- 
tention. The Court appointed his brother, William Bitler Prothro to look after the family and the estate. 
William Butler proved quite capable and in less than two years had married Lavinia and assumed control 
of the vast estate of his brother. While living with Madame Lestarjette whose: two-story residence 
was about two blecks east of the Mt. J.ebanon Parallelogram, on the Coach road to Monroe, William 
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Butler had a residence erected in Mt. Lebanon on the southeast corner of the Parallegram, 
a two-story house of New England architecture, and about a block west of the Stage Coach stop. A~ 
long this row facing the Parallelogram were the homes of the College Professors, the Doctors, and the 
elite of Mt. Lebanon, while on the opposite side was the Methodist Church, the Postoffice, one or two 
mercantile stores and a modest Tavern where the thirsty and hungry travellors of the Stage Coach 
stopped for refreshments at and after midnight, as they went through. 


Here in this home which is still standing, were horn nine children, the tenth having arrived dur- 
ing the war when the family was in Texas camp.

{3.) EVAN PROTHRO OF AIKEN--1788-1864 ™ 


Evan was the oldest son of Nathaniel, yet was not in line of succession according to law, #3 here- 
tofore, The old law of primogeniture had been abolished. Being a man of great wealth, no doubt the 
honor or the addition of slaves and property meant very little to him. He was born in 1788, five years 


‘after the Revolution. He had no war records, having passed uway during the Civil War. The final 


Treaty after the Revolution was effected between all the Nations that had been at war, Sept. 3rd, 
1783. There ia confusion between the records of Evan of Aiken and those of his grandfather Evan of 
St. David, latel of Georgta. Evan of Aiken should Le eredifed with buying 222 acres land i Orange- 
burgh in 1829, with?273 acre tu 1836 and with purchasing 640 acres in 1839-- timbered Jarnff3 near the 
Shaw’s Creek Mills, It should be realized that Evan of St. David had died in the year of 1823, Evan of 
Aiken was said to be a skilled timber estimater and bought all available Jands near the operating mills 
in order to furnish and sell timber to them. Being about fifteen years of age when the Dean Swamp 
mills were operating, it is hardly possible that he “owned” these mills, as some genealogists state er- 


‘roneously and regardless of time and dates. Fant Thornty’s new Atlas and maps show jn print the 


owner of the Dean Swamp and the Shaw’s Creek mills. 


Evan owned mills on the Hatchway Plantation, that expanse of many rich acres of land. On this 
Plantation was a very fine residence, another home of distinction, owned by Jefferson Davis Prothro. 
It is cliamed that Evan sold this plantation..the Inst year of his life, for the sum of ten thousand 
dollurs. A very few records of his life are found. One is that he resigned as road commissioner in Or- 
afifeburgh District in 1829. Another is of a slave he bought for $1700 in gold to take care of his 
favorite saddle horse. A slave named Skip was said a haye run away with a mule and saddle ang 
bricle. 


Evan married Sarah Hickson and their ehnaver ‘were as follows: Nelson, Whitfield, Hassell, Gee 
ly, Elizabeth, Lavinia, Harriet, Wilson Ernest, Mattie, Sarah Jane, and Adolphus. Nelson married Mary 
Rossen whose daughter is mother of “Doc” Prothro of basrba!l fume.
